The Federal Bureau of Investigation, U. S. Department of Justice, is 
charged with the duty of investigating violations of the laws of the United 
States and collecting evidence in casvs in which the United States is or may 
be a party in interest.

of escaped Federal prisoners, and parole and probation violators. 

The Bureau does not have investigative jurisdiction over the violations 
of Counterfeiting, Narcotic, Customs, Immigration, or Postal Laws. 

Law enforcement officials possessing information concerning violations 
over which the Bureau has investigative jurisdiction are requested to 
promptly forward the same to the Special Agent in Charge of the nearest field 
office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, U. S. Department of Justice. 
The address of each field office of this Bureau appears on the inside back 
cover of this bulletin. Government Rate Cullect telegrams or telephone calls 
will be accepted if information indicates that immediate action is necessary. 
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The F BI LAW ENFORCEMENT BULLETIN i s  published by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation , Uni ted States 
Department of Jus t i c e  each month. Its  material i s  
comp i led for the ass i stance o f  all Law Enforcement 
Offi c ia l s  and is a current catalogue of continuous 
reference for the Law Enforcement Offi cers of the 
Nation . 
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The FBI Law Enforcement Bull e t i n  has been publ i shed by 
the Federal Bureau of Inve st igation  with the hope of ass i sting law 
enforcement offi cials  and to encourage a comprehens i va and enthu­
siastic  cooperation among thos e  engaged in combati ng crime. I t  has 
been the purpos e  of thi s publ i cation to provide a clearing house for 
successful pol i ce methods and a disseminating medium for important 
pol i ce information .  Likewi se, the publ i cati on of material  pertain­
ing to sci entific methods i n  cri me de tection and criminal apprehen­
s ion has been intended to make readi ly avai l able, material and data 
whi ch might not otherwi s e  be access ible . 

Wel coming every opportuni ty to improve the Bull e t i n  and 
thereby increasing i ts value to the law enforcemen·t offi cer , we have 
cons i dered every suggestion rece ived concerning possible  future 
pract i ces des igned to l end additional aid to the pol i ce offi cial s . 

I n  thi s  connection the at.tention of the Bureau has been 
called to the desirabi l i ty of printing the month and year of the 
publ i cation of the issue of the FBI Law Enforcement Bul l e t i n  to 
whi ch each fugi  ti ve entry appearing in the Bull e t i n  relate s . Thi s  
suggestion has been adopted and each entry of the fugi tive s tatus 
of an individual appearing in thi s  Bul letin  indicate s  the month and 
year of the publicati on . 

The adopt ion of thi s practi ce wi l l  enable offi cers who 
cl ip these ent r i e s  and mount them on fingerprint cards to identify 
the exact Bul le t in i n  whi ch they appeared and to determine upon that 
bas i s  whether the entry i s  of a recent character. 

The i nterest of l aw enforcement offi cers i n  the Bull e t i n  
whi ch has prompted the i r  suggestions i s  deeply appreciated by m e  and 
I wi sh to extend again , to law enforcement offi cials  everywhere , a 
s i ncere wel come to afford themse lves of the advantage s  whi ch may be 
obta i ned through the i r  use of the FBI Law Enforcement Bull e t i n.

WHY COMPILE CRIME STATISTICS 

The I nternational Association of Chiefs of Poli ce initiated i n  
1930 the project o f  comp i ling police stati sti c s  o n  a nation-wide bas i s . I n  
August of that year thi s work was talŠen over by the Federal Bureau of Inves­
tigati on and s ince that time the Bureau has collected and compi led for pub­
li cati on the var i ous reports submi tted by police agenci es .  The number of 
such agencies cooperati ng i n  thi s project has grown so that at the present 
time there is a total of 3 , 037 such agenc i es submitting crime data to the 
Bureau. The value of the data comp il ed by the Bureau becomes of greater i m­
portance as the number of contributing uni ts i ncreases . Agenci es whi ch are 
not now contributing monthly reports to the Bureau are urged to do so i n  or­
der that the information gathered by the FBI may be as comprehens ive as pos­
sible . 

The system of uniform crime reporting was insti tuted in  order to 
supply a long felt need for adequate poli ce s tati sti cs compi led on a nati on­
wide bas i s . Pri or to that time , the only data avai lable were those bas ed 
on local reports of poli ce departments , and i n  a few instances certa i n  State 
organizati ons were engaged in collecting i nformation on crime cond i ti ons 
within  the State . However , there exi sted no bas i s  for compari sons of such 
data with the general cr ime condi tions throughout the country . The poli ce 
themselves are respons ible through the International Association o f  C hi ef s  
o f  Poli ce for the instituti on o f  the system . 

Successful law enforcement work i s  to a cons i derable extent de­
pendent upon the opinion and cooperation of the publi c .  In order to foster 
such opinion , i t  i s  necess ary that certain bas i c  types of informati on be d i s­
s eminated among the publi c .  The publi c s hould be i nformed concerning the 
enormi ty of poli ce problems , and the achi evements of the poli ce i n  combating 
crime .  It i s  to the advantage of all law enforcement offic ials to cooperate 
in  the compilati on of date. whi ch when proper ly presented will result i n  
greater publi c support of law enforcement agen c i es .  By the maintenanc e  o f  
adequate records , the poli ce department can make avai lable to the publi c such 
information as comparative figures showing the i ncreased number of offenses , 
which increase may be caused by growth in  population , and consequently call 
attenti on to the fact that a greater poli c e  pers onnel should be avai lable 
to the par ti cular department , the relati onship between the average poli c e  
personnel and the crime rate exi sting witšin the parti cular communi ty ,  and 
the percentage of cleared cases for the local poli ce department as compared 
to the average for otŢer c i ties of the same s i z e .  I f  the individual depart­
ment has few crimes , i t  i s  to its advantage to have such a report on f i le .  

The contr i buti on o f  crime data to a nati onal clearing house i s  
urged . The FBI i s  pleas ed to comp i le these s tatis ti c s  and to s erve law en­
forcement off i c ials in thi s  respect.  Those des i r ing to cooperate i n  the pro­
ject can obtain the nec es sary suppli es by communi cating with the Direc tor 
of the Federal Bureau of I nvestigati on , U .  S .  Department of Justic e ,  Was h­
i ngton, D .  C .  
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THE YOUTH PROBLEM IN CRIME 

Thi s  address del ivered by Director J .  Edgar Hoover  , before the 
Thi rtieth Annual Conventi on of the Boys I Clubs of America  , at Phi l adelphia, 
Pennsylvania on May 20, 1936, is being reproduced here in for interested law 
enforcement off i cers throughout the country who have made numerous requests 
for copies  of the address .  

" In  appearing before you , the patrons and supporters of the 
Boys I C lubs of Ame r i ca ,  I hope that I am address ing the ent i re country . 
The problems of youth in crime whi ch I shall d i s cuss are not l imi ted to 
sectional o r  l o cal boundaries--they  reach from border to border and coast 
to coast. . They disclose  a mal ign threat over every home in  thi s  nat ion. 
They 

' 
reveal a tremendous respons i bi l i  ty whi ch should be undertaken by our 

every c i ti zen. They are the problems whi ch confront us because of the 
awful fac t that a great part of todayls crime i s  commi tted by our youth . 

"We have youth i n  crime because we have fai l ed to provide youth 
wi th proper outlets and upbringing . Only in the rarest instances of di seas­
ed minds can we say that the first  offender commits  crimes out of sheer 
ant i -social  sen.timents .  Chi ldren are driven to cr ime decause of deep-laid 
faul ts i n  society such as p07erty , degeneracy and because the i r  elders 
neglect them .  

"When youth commits a crime , general ly it  i s  because older 
persons have committed a greater crime ; i t  is  bocause of laxi ty in  early 
d i sc ipl ine; because of  apathy on the part of parents. and negle ct by those  
o f  the communi ty wllo should he lp the helpless  i because of distorted vi ews 
held by those who should know better and who have a l lowed adolescent minds 
to take a downward d i rect ion whi ch can l ead only to  destruct i on .  

"Today , as  you know , 20% of our crime i s  the work oŞ persons 
who have not yet even reached the voting age . Thi s  means that one-fifth 
of  a l l  murders , of 8,:'son , thi eve ry,  robbery,  and the other mal ignant outrages 
agai nst  our commonwealth are comilli tted by pel  sons of immature bod i e s  and 
immature minds , persons who sl10uld be reaching the thl-eshold of useful l ife. 
However , thi s  20% fal l s  trag i cally short of the ideal of Amer i can c i t i zen­
ship . It is not a pleasant picture . It is not a healthful outlook. It i s  not 
a normal cond i t i on when a nat ion such as Ame r i ca must bow under the di sgrace 
of  a set of circumstances in whi ch one-f ifth of our most deadly outlaws our 
murderers , our machine-gunning desperadoes , are l i ttle  beyond chi ldhood . I t  
becomes incumbent upon a l l  of us , t.'1erefore , to recogn i ze and admi t the 
cause s  for such s candalous cond i t i ons , and, reaching beyond , to sRarch for 
the means by whi ch they may be remedi e d  . 

"1 bel ieve that a pr ime factor in  the di sregard by youth for 
l aw l ie s  in an equal or gre:lter disre spec t  for le,w and order on the part 
of  the adu l t  of our generat i on . Seel< to evade i t  though you may; seek to  
apol ogize;  seek to excuse yourselves; neverthe less  , upon the shoulders of  
grown-up America rests the burden for  ş.h i s  cond i t i on . You may allege that 



youth has made a hero of the gangster . I i ns i s t  that no youth ever devel op- Ў 

ed an heroic ideal that was not f i rs t  centered about his f ather or hi s 
mother, and whe n  the youngster begins to show di srespect of law and order 
you can be sure that he l e arned something of that att i tude at home, or be­
caus e those in h i s  home f ai l ed to keep him in the right company and i solat­
ed from bad exampl e s . 

"I have only to look at the stack of mai l upon my desk since  
the capture of Alvin Karpis,  Harry Campbel l ,  Wi l l i am Mahan and Thomas H .   
Robinson, Jr . ,  to  real ize  that these  blots of scum from the boi l ing pot of  
the underworld were looked upon by many persons as worthy of emulat i on .  
Thes e  corres pondents expr e s s  sorrow for the "poor" kidnappers,  and regre t  
that they mus t  be pl aced behind bars  . Thi s  i s  what u8ual ly happens whe n   
the Federal Bureau of I nvestigat i on erad i cate s  what I pref e r  to cal l not  
"pub l i c  enemi e s "  but " publ i c  rats . "  Each of them has his aud i ence l i ke a  
mot i on pi cture s tar ; each of them has h i s  publ i c ;  each of them has h i s   
great gathering of sentime ntal yamme rheads, who u t t e r  remonstrances at h i s   
apprehens ion a,nd de tect i on .  So long a s  that as i ni ne behav i o r  cont inue s ,   
I i ns i s t  that the cr ime problem a s  affects  youth today i s  al s o  a crime  
problem i nvolving the moronic adults of thi s  country, who, through i l l ­  
cons idered acti ons,  and idiotic  idolatry of cowardly outlaws,  deve lop an  
ever-increas i ng t endency toward crime by the youth of Ame r i ca .   

"Our f i rs t  problem, therefore, i s  to change thi s  m i s taken at­
ti  tude ; to carry on a campaign of educati on through whi ch the unthinking 
Ameri can shal l be forced to real i ze hi s d i sgrace in looking upon men of 
desperate crime as anythi ng other than what they real ly are -- the lowes t  
dregs o f  soci e ty .  Thi s  can be accompl i shed . Indeed, I take pl easure i n  
i nforming you that whi l e  thous ands expre ssed sorrow at the eradication o f  
Di l l inger, only hundreds l amented the capture o f  Alvi n  Karpi s or Campbe l l  
or Mahan o r  Robi nson . Our job i s  t o  s tead i ly reduce that number unti l  
such maud l i n  sentiment i s  non-exi 8tent . Once thi s  i s  done, w e  truly can 
throw our every effort i nto keepi ng boys and girls  out of j ai l . We mus t  
work with a dual purpo se,  never fai l ing t o  real ize that whi l e  w e  combat the 
growth of criminal i ns t i ncts in youth, we al s o  mus t  combat the i nheren"t 
criminal worship i n  many o f  our men and women . 

"We , of the Federal Bureau of I nve s t i gation, are constant l y  
working toward no t only the capture and conviction  o f  the enemi e s  o f  soci­
e ty, but toward the bui l d i ng of a new v i ewpo i nt which we hope w i l l  resul t 
i n  f ewer violators of the l aw .  I t  was toward thi s  e nd that, some time ago, 
wi th the ass i stance of the law-enforcement agenci e s  of Ame r i ca, we began 
the compi lation  of cr ime s tat i s t i cs ,  not as mere f i gure s ,  but as guide 
posts  in our e ndeavor to combat the degradation  of o therwise  good citi zens . 
We have no de s i re to be known s o l e ly as hunters of men ; we would much 
rather be looked upon as preventers  of crime . 

"Behind the s pectacular efforts of the Bureau i n  i ts necessary 
campaigns agains t  the more desperate of our outlaws, l i e s  the never-fai l ing 
des i re to bui ld a barri er between the l aw and i ts v i o l ation . We have no 
happie r  days in the Fede ral Bureau of I nve s t igat i on than when vast throngs 
of boys under the guidance of friendly Spe cial Agents  are taken through the 
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big building and are shown how we operate . We hope our young vi s i tors  will 
take pride in  honesty rather than worship for the gangster thereafte r .  We 
hope to  see the day when every law-enforcement offi cer in  America will 
realize that the best  weapon against crime i s  a feeling of confidence and 
friendship upon the part of every boy and girl in h is  ne ighborhood . 

" It  i s  our ideal to possess  in  the 37 nat ionally di stributed 
field d ivis ions of the Federal Burel'!u of Invest igat i on a type of Special 
Agent whose  hi story has been traced almost from babyhood to assure us that 
he is an upr ight , honest , courageous c i t izen . We are gratified that our 
files contain numerous letters from boys throughout Amel"ica who want to 
so live that they , upon reaching maturity ,  can fulfill these  obligat ions 
and become candidates for posi tions in thi s organi zation . I earnestly hope 
that the t ime will come when every local law-enforcement agency in America 
can arouse the same ambit i on in  the boys of its  communi ty .  

"Now , let us try t o  trace the growth of a criminal . True , 
there are instances  where the following conditions do not apply . The ir  
divergence , however ,  only proves the rule . All too  often , we  find that the 
18, the 19  , the 20-year-old offender has come from a family where selfish­
ness is predominant . It may take the form of incompat i bili ty leading t o  
the divorce of the parents . I t  may be that parents are concerned only with 
the ir own pleasures , leaving the youth to drift as he will . Or it  may be 
that they are poverty-ridden , ignorant people , not realizing the ir  respons i ­
bili ties . No matter what the foundation may be , it  i s  almost  inevi table 
that the att.i tude of the parents has 11 great bearing upon the future of the 
young criminal . We find that he has mixed with street-corner gangs at an 
age when his  every attenti on should have been upon the furtherance of his  
educati on .  We find , for instance , that practically every one of  these 
public rats--"Baby Face" Nelson , John Dillinger , Alvin Karpi s ,  "Pretty Boy" 
Floyd and numerous others--started their  career of crime when they Vlere 
Ii ttle more than children , reared in neglect and poverty . We find them 
engaged in petty thefts , stealing t ires from automobiles ,  acting as runners 
and deli very boys for bootleggers , engaging in  robberies  with older men 
at such ages as 14, and 15, and 1 6 , a time at which ,  in the older and more 
conservative days of America , parents were accustomed to hold ser i ous talks 
wi th the i r  boys about the i r  future , instilling into the i r  immature and 
pliable minds the de s ire for honorable careers , for achievement , for accom­
pli shment , for a future of honesty and worthwhile endeavor . But these boy 
cr iminals and thousands upon thousands of others like them were allowed to 
drift . Wi thout remonstrance , they were permitted to gather i n  surroundings 
and companionships which bore no ot.her poss ible future than that of outlawry . 
The saloon ,  the tavern , the pool hall , the gang at the corne r ,  were places 
prohi bi ted to the average youth , and infraction of these  rules received 
well-deserved puni shment . The sent imental theorists  who dominate present­
day child-guidance , however ,  beli eve that if a child is chasti sed , it may 
develop an inhi bi t ion or affect  its  later  self-expres s ion . So long as we 
fail to recognize that d isc ipline is an essential part of human develop­
ment , j ust  so long will we have an aimless, directionless  milling of the 
herd whi ch can result only in mental panic and a thorough disregard for the 
rights of society to peace and order . 



" I t  i s  t i me for Ameri ca to resurrec t  that standard of d i sc i pl ine 
whi ch did much to give thi s  country its rugged , stalwart honesty of purpose , 
i ts determination, i ts achievements . I refer t o  that parental d i sc ipl ine 
and guidance which did  so much to create law-abiding ,  successful , and for­
ward-l ooki ng c i t i zens. Today ,  however , that old - fashioned standard has been 
transformed i nto the wine card of the cocktail  bar; i nto the sapi ent bel ie f  
that a n  i mmature m i nd can be granted utter freedom of act i on without d i s­
astrous results .  Its lesson has been supplanted by the dangerous one of 
the roadside tavern ,  the parked automobile  upon a l onely road , by the c on­
stant apathy-engendered desire to have everythi ng whi ch youth wants ,  i n­
evi tably leading to a desi re on the part of youth to get what i t  wants by 
fai r  means or foul . 

" I  hope you look upon me as old-fashi oned i n  the enunc iat i on 
of such bel i efs. I much rather would be old-fash i oned than to have upon my 
consci e nce the knowl edge that some boy or some girl  i s  condemned for year 
after year to l ive in the fetid atmosphere of a prison cell -bl ock , identi ty 
destroyed , future forever marred , possibi l i ty of good c i tizenship severely 
bl ighted . 

"Therefore , to return to our young cri minal , we find that our 
youth has been hand i capped froID the beginni ng - -that he had a bad start for 
whi ch he is not responsibl e .  If we try to tel l youth today that c r i me does 
not pay , we are confronted with the quest i on of why it does not pay . I f  
w e  answer that the price  of crime i s  prison , youth answers that i t  is easy 
to get probation ,  a pardon , or a par01e. Youth , i n  spi t e  of all i t s  i magi ­
na tion ,  i s  l i teral . Youth i s  factual.  Youth possesses a certain  clad t y  
of visi on whi ch often i s  lost i n  the more mature mind. One chi ld i n  a 
ne i ghborhood , who has l earned the fal lacy of our a l l -too-often mal -admin i s­
tered law-e nforc ement , can become a professor of l aw evasi on for a hundred 
other neophytes i n  c r i me . Do not for a moment think that youth today knows 
nothi ng of the tricl{s by whi ch i t  can avoid puni shment . You must remember 
that c ivi l i zati on as it exi sts today is in d i r e c t  conf l i c t  with the guiding 
i mpul ses i n  the days of the cave men .  Law as such i s  an artificial  barri e r  
reared by soci ety f or the protect i on of a l l  agai nst i ndividual desi res f or 
the grati f i cation of greGd. Once we fail  to teach reverence for these l aws 
from i nfancy onward , and the reason for them , then i ndeed have we a r e­
calcitrant and rebel l i ous bei ng whose very i nst i nct i nc l ines him toward 
crime .  

"So what happens when youth , hampered by a lack of parental 
guidanc e ,  i ndulges in h i s  f i rst i nfraction? He receives the benef i t  of that 
most nec essary and most laudatory syste m ,  known as probat i on .  It  i s  r i g ht 
that he s:1ould have probation .  I t  i s  a cri me for any chi l d  upon h i s  f irst 
offense , to  be i ncarcerated without a chance to reform,  always excepting 
the very rare ant i - soc ial  degenerate .  But under our mal-admin i stered 
system,  we f i nd that often the probat i on offi c er i s  i gnorant ; that he  some­
t imes i s  h i mself a c r i minal; or that he i s  merely a pol i tical pander er 
wi l l i ng t o  debauch the most sacred of tasks--that of the protection of our 
youth- - mere ly to keep a job . And so i n  thi s  modern Pi lgrim 1 s Progress 
toward the i nevi table S l ough of Despond , we f i nd our chi ld-crimi nal  sunk 
deeper and deeper, f i rst through poorly admin i stered probation, then into  
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but i n  law avo idance. 

reform schools  whi ch are not reform schoo l s , but crucibles  where i n  bo i l   
the worst  i ns t i ncts of humanity and where i nnocence vani shes and i nsolence'  
takes i ts pl ace . We f i nd him educated, step by step, not i n  law obedi e nce  

We f i nd him trave l l i ng from the reform s choo l  to the 
reformatory , from the reformatory to the pri so n  with rarely a thought 
toward his  true reformat i o n ,  but always wi th the association of the vicious , 
the foul -mi nded , and the dangerous older criminal. At last , he himself  
becomes a professor of crime and he , l i ke o thers , carries  o n  h i s  recru i t i ng 
i n  an eve r-wideni ng circl e  whi ch at las t  has brought us to the degradi ng 
pos i  t ion  where i n  each year i n  America 12 , 000 human be i ngs - approximat e ly 
o ne -fourth of thos e  ki l led i n  battle  duri ng the Wor ld War - d i e  by murder. 
Each year , the army of those who suffer from major crimes in the Uni ted 
State s  equal s about one-third of the entire  numbe r  of enl i sted and drafted  
men  who were summoned to  protect America i n  the most  cruci al hour of our 
rece nt history - the World War. 

"Furthe rmore , if our army of potent i al murderers and potenti al 
vict ims of murder were to be gathered i nto battal ions and regiments  they 
would out-numbe r  the peace-time Army and Naval force s  of the Uni ted Stat e s  
by more than 200 , 000 . I f  our ent i re band o f  criminals who ope rate constant­
ly throughout the United States and agai nst  whom the law-enforcement age nt s  
of America are engaged i n  endless  batt l e  were t o  b e  assembled i n  one mu­
nici pal i ty i t  would be almost double the population  of Phi lade lphia .  

IITake that thought wi th you tonight , as you drive along the 
streets of your horne ci ty . Thi nk of what it would mean if block after  
block, traffic l i ght after traff i c  l ight, boulevard after boulevard , off i ce 
bui lding after off i ce bui lding ,  res idence section stretching i nto other 
res idence sect ions and beyond that i nto suburbs; if al l of these  should be 
peopled by robbers , by thieves, by f irebugs , rapi sts , despe radoes and mur­
derers. That i s  your present-day crime pi cture in Amer i ca. Go further and 
remember that one-fi fth of al l of the s e--in every f ifth house--would l ive 
some youth who should be looki ng forward to a l ife of accompl i shment and 
worthwhile  purpose but who i s  doomed to be nothi ng but prison fodder . 

"What i s  the answer? The only answer can be that thi s  condition  
consti  tute s  a national cri s i s  cal l i ng for  a re-awakeni ng of our patr i o t i c  
i ns t i ncts  . I t  demands that w e  give o f  our t ime; that w e  give of our e nergy; 
that we contribute our bes t  thought and endeavor toward the wi ping out of 
conditions by whi ch such an emergency i s  created. It means that our chi ldren 
must  be taught that adventure l ie s  not along the road of vio lation  but that 
there are advsntures i n  honest  e ndeavor - greater one s , l audable one s , happy 
ones. They must  be taught that there i s  only one road i n  the wor ld of cr ime 
and that ,road travel s  downward to the swamps and morasses  of suffering .  They 
must be shown the true character of the crimi nal--that l aw i nfraction can 
lead only to di s i l lus ionment, to the weakening , phys i cally and moral ly , of 
anyone who foll ows i t s  teachi ngs . They must  be taught that a great career 
l ie s  before them--more exci t i ng than that of any crimi nal's l ife--the career 
of l aw-enforcement. They must  be urged to fight for honesty and the thought 
be i nsti  l led wi thin them that they are crusaders , the volunteers i n  a new 
battle  for American character and i ntegri ty .  They mus t  be i ncul cated with 
a new pol i t i cal economy--the e conomy of pol it i cal honesty . 
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"I would like to say ,  at th i s  point , that I am not a cr i t i c  of 
our poli t ical system .  Our country lives by that sys tem . It  has prospered 
by i t .  In the final analys is  , our greatest  men--Washington ,  .Jefferson , 
Lincoln and all s uch na tional figures --were i n  poli ti cs . However , there 
i s  a sharp li ne of demarcation between the man i n  poli t i cs working always 
wi th Amer i ca uppermos t i n  h i s  thoughts and the poli t i c ian who thinks only 
about his  job and cares not how he gets i t .  I t  i s  to thi s  latter influ­
ence that much of today ' s  crime problem can be traced . The poli ti cal hanger­
on, who wants a job as head of a poli ce department for what he can get out 
of it ;  the crooked or i gnorant vote-getter ; the legi slator who impedes law­
enforcement for private or poli tical reasons ; the poli tical paras i te ,  who 
for s elf i sh ends , wants to be a warden or a proba t i on officer or a poli ce­
man or a detec t ive or a guard ian of paroled prisoners , i s  the type to whi ch 
I refer . They are enemi es of America and of every hones t man in  poli t i c s . 
They are bringing d i srepute upon what should be the mos t laudable career 
to whi ch any youth of Ameri ca could aspi re.  Thes e are the scuttling rats 
in the ship of poli t i c s , gnawing at i ts t i mbers , bes mi rching i ts ideals and 
doing their utmos t to wreck our sys tem of Government . Against them the 
many f i ne and honorable men , who,  at a personal s acrif ice to thems elves , 
have entered poli t i cal careers , are battling alm'ost i n  va in . Why must thi s  
be s o? 

"Do you beli eve for a moment that the honest men in poli t i c s  
w i ll ingly suffer the degradat i on which thes e paras ites br ing upon them? 
Qui te the oppos i te! Yet , t i me after t i me,  they must stand impotent and 
wa tch the very persons whom they despise go before the people w i th all 
s orts of fantas t i c  and bombastic  schemes and be enthus i a.s t i cally re-elec ted . 
I need not say that thi s  s tatement does not refer to any party or any person .  
I t  refers to the Ameri can habi t of enthus iasm for f ine promi ses and fa ilure 
to demand solid achievement from poli t ical self-seekers . You allow crooked 
people in your county , your c i ty ,  and your communi ty to come before you , 
often flaunting their crookedness ,  and you vote for them because they are 
shrewd , because they are clever or becaus e they know how to be good cam­
pa igners and I submi t  that no elected crook ever wi llingly appointed an 
hones t man . The same appli es for the ignorant , for the mere off i ce grabber , 
for the hanger-on , for the panderer and the man who wants a poli t i cal pos i ­
t i on only because i t  i s  a job . 

"Poli t i cs should not be concerned w i th jobs . I t  should be con­
cerned wholly w i th pr inc i ples and careers and unt il  we offer careers , 
unt il we have in government men and women who have bui lt their lives toward 
the honorable objective of s erving their country in publi c pos i t i ons , just 
s o  long w i ll we have 12,000 murders a year ; 1,500,000 major crimes and an 
army of malefactors who could march by thi s  building f or days on end with ­
out once the end being s ighted . 

"In thi s  connect i on, I des i re to draw a contrast-- that of the 
ach i evements of Boys ' Clubs under i ntelligent pr ivate d i rec t i on and the lack 
of reformat i on accompl i shed by the average State ins t i  tut i on .  One turns 
out men ; the other turns out more desperate cri minals . Why i s  thi s  s o? The 
pr i va te i ns t i tut i on often works w i th li mited funds and against  many ob­
s tacles ; the state or commun i ty institution has heavy appropr iations , full­
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t ime employees , large bui ld ings and expans ive grounds , yet i t  can do l i ttle  
more than send forth graduates of  crime who are  bound , in  many ins tances , 
for that larger co l lege known as the peni tentiary . The answer i s  that 
private institutions are bui l t  with a de s i re for rehabi l i tat i on and accom­
p l i shment . The community insti tutl.on has fal len into the grasping hands 
of the renegades  of our polit ical sys tem , too often diverted to personal 
ends . That I s the word for whi ch I have been seeking - the renegade - the 
trai tor , the v i l e  enemy in our poE tical family which seeks to disrupt our 
instituti ons of government ; who knifes  from within ; who has only selfi sh 
purposes ; who i s  the antagonist  of everything that i s  honorable  in  our 
present-day form of Government . As such , he i s  a fri end of crime and a 
barrier  to law-enforcement . In his  constant undermining of the fine r  
ideals of our po l i t ical sys tem , he crawls  into our court rooms ; he assembles  
the crooked doctors to  change the faces of  our out laws ; he  te lephones the 
crooked lawyer to be on hand not only for the protection of the cr iminal  but 
for the planning of the crime ; he contacts the crooked aviator , the crooked 
shopkeeper , the crooked hotel  and hid0-out owner , the criminal gunsmi th and 
every other member of that undercover army , the support by which crime 
l ives , thrives and plunders . He sneaks into our reformatories  ; into our 
probati on system ; into our priscns , always with one foul purpose - the 
real izat i on of personal gain at the expense of the commonweal th .  He encour­
ages suspended s entences . He is in  the lobby rooms of legis latures to 
fight against the passage of proper laws for the hampering of criminal 
activi ties . He  is  the whining pl eader before the e l ected judge , who , all 
too often , mus t  answer to his  command that the proper process of law be 
set as ide and a criminal walk free from the court room . This  is the man 
whom every high-minded person in  p o l i tics  abhors . This  is the man whom 
it is our duty as Ameri can c it izens to eradi cate from our pol i t i cal  pic­
ture , so that the honest  man who so  often thanklessly strives in your 
behalf and under the cloud of ignominy may be given a free hand and encour­
agement in the battle  for the sanctity of our po l i t i cal system. 

"Therefore , your campai gn as the fri end of the boy and girl  in  
crime mus t  be a constant one . We  must  carry educat ion into the home . We 
must follow i t  into the school . A knowl edge of the i l l-effects of crime 
and the benefits  of crime prevent i on should be required of every school 
teacher in  America . What is the sense of spending hours in  teaching our 
youth the hi story of America when many of those boys and girls  are doomed to 
recal l that history whi le  s i tting in a dank pri son ce l l? Teachers should 
spend more time ¸ui ld ing the future of America , a future which can be made as 
clean , as high-minded , and as progress ive as we , the peopl e ,  des i re i t .  We 
need a new vi ewpoint - not one of sentimental i ty ,  but of wise  adjudicat i on 
and adminis trat i on .  We need to know that the problem of crime i s  the prob­
l em of the fami ly and we need above a l l  things to incessantly inst i l l  i n  
the pliable  mind o f  youth the unal terable fact that seek a s  i t  wi l l  , try and 
twi st and squi rm though i t  may to beat soci ety at the game of crime , i t  
cannot win . T o  that end , w e  must  have adequate avenues o f  dete ction , swift  
apprehens ion ,  and certain puni shment . Thi s  does not mean that law-enforce­
ment off icers are eager to reap a harvest  of arrests and pri son sentences .  
Instead , the honest  law-enforcement agencies  of America are eager to see  the 
day when anyone , youth or adult , faced with the temptati on of cr ime , wi 11 be 
bolstered in his  f ight against i t  by the knowledge that if he commits thi s  
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crime , he wi l l  be puni shed. There i s  no country in the world whi ch has 
the proper  law-enforcement that also has a real crime problem - the two can­
not exi s t. 

"We must  strike on a l l  fronts and parti cularly at the one whi ch 
toda.y i s  doing ,  perhaps , more than any other factor to undermine our 
national respect for law . I refer to that filth-encrusted scandal , the 
parole problem . I am not an opponent , but an advocate of the wise , intel­
ligent administrati on of the highly laudable theory of parole . However ,  
do object , and object most strenuous ly , to the administrati on of that system 
as it is administered in some of our States .  Practi cal ly every Special  
Agent of the Federal Bureau of  Inves tigation who has died on  the fie ld o f  
battle aga i nst  criminals , has been sent t o  his  death by a gun in  the hands 
of a paro led convi ct. I object to the fact that of the 13, 010 most desperate , 
vicious enemies  of society l i sted in  the identification fi les  of the Federal 
Bureau of  Investigation ,  3 ,  734 of them have been touched by the magic wand 
of parole  or  pardon clemency . I equally protest against the fact that even 
the most honest  advocates of the parole  system have adopted an ostrich- l ike 
atti tude i n  attempting to cover up atrocious defects. 

" Time after t ime, we hear these  men to whom I give all credi t 
for 3inceri ty and honesty of purpose , ins i s t  that only a certain  per cen t 
of paro lees  fai l  to l ive up to the i r  promi ses . Thi s i s  the group whi ch 
brings about our secondary crimes . Thi s i s  the group whi ch heads our des­
perato gangs , whi ch commits  our kidnappings , our train robberies , our bank 
hold-ups , and our murders . These  are post graduates of out lawry and profes­
s ors of crime . These  are the se lect minority which the parole champi ons d i s­
pose of  so  glibly. These  are the men who , l ike a prisoner i n  Florida ,  com­
mi tted two murders , rece ived clemency for each , then commi tted a double mur­
der to show how much he was reformed . Or l ike the man in Montana , who , when 
paro led , kidnapped the daughter of his benefactor and carri ed her away to 
become a white s lave victim in  a mountain cabin . Or the man i n  a middle  
western penitentiary who commi tted four murders , who was paro led four times , 
and then graduated into kidnapping . Thi s  group contains the John D i l l ingers , 
the "]3aby Facen Ne lsons , the "Pretty Boy" Floyds and the Alvin Karp ises  and 
Barker boys , each of whom pi led murder upon murder unt i l  he became a national  
menace. 

nAgainst this condition I protest with all  the s trength in my 
be ing and I say that our penal  system cannot come from behind the cloud of 
di sgrace unt i l  the sentimentali sts  and convi ct-indulging theorists  recognize 
the fact  that every time they allow s uch men to go free upon the s treets , 
they are bui lding an examp le to the youth of America that you can get away 
wi th crime i that you can beat our sys tem of law-enforcement . I appeal to 
you as represent¹tive ci tizens of Amer i ca to fight thi s problem into the open 
and to i ns is t  that this  dangerou.s po l i cy be sweepingly and cons tructively 
changed .  

"To those who loyal ly and enthus ias t i cally support the Boys I 
Clubs of America may I address  a few words of admiration and s incere 
appreciat i on for the wonderful work which they are accompl i shing . The up­
bui lding of the morale of the youth of our country through thes e  organi za­
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tions is of inestimable value, not only to those directly benefiting by the 
ope ra tions of the Boys' Clubs, but ·to each and every individual who loves 
his country and who is interested in its development and progress.  The char­
acter and personality development which the Boys' Clubs of America accom­
pli6h will return manifold gold dividends throughout the generations to 
come. I know of no greater work, I know of no better work, I know of no work 
better entitled to rece ive the e nthusiastic support of eve ry man and woman 
interested in law-enforcement and cur country's institutions . "  

RECENT EFFORTS A T  hUTILATION PROVE FUTILE 

There recently has been rece ive d in the I dentification Division 
of 'Lhe Fe deral Bureau of Investigation the fingerpr ints in two specific 
cases  wherein attempts were made to so  mutilate the finger  tips that clear 
and legible prints could not be taken . These efforts were apparently made 
in an attempt to defeat identification . 

One case involved a fingerprint card submitted by officers of 
the Maryland S tate Police at Baltimore in the case of an individual who ,  
at the time of his arres t, represented himself to be one Jack Mason. The 
finger  impressions were readily classified and s earched through the files 
of the I dentification Division, and in les s  than two minutes were identifi­
e d  as being those of on9 Herbert Dornberg,  FBI- I013041 , who was posses sed 
of a criminal record cons isting of four arres ts on various charges.  

The s econd case involved a set  of fingerprints received from the 
Police De pa.rtment, Owe nsboro ,  Kentucky, refle cting the digital impre ssions 
of one El ijah Fossee,  who was arrested there on May 7, 1936 , on a charge of 
being drunk . Information received with the finger  impressions indicated 
that the subject had rubbed his fingers on the brick '.'18,11 of the county 
jail in an e ffort to so  mutilate the ridges that le gible impre s s ions could 
not be taken .  As in the other case ,  the efforts of the subject in this di­
rection were entirely futile , and the fingerprint patterns were readily 
classified and through the files of the I dentification Divis ion . 
I t  was found that they were identical with those of one Elijah Fossee,  FBI ­
194914 , who was pos sessed  of a criminal record consis ting o f  six arrests 
s ince 1925 . He had been s entenced to s e rve a term of one year at the State 
Penitentiary in Eddyville, Kentucky,  on a charge of store-house breaking. 

The two cases  illustrate vividly how criminals fear the finger­
print s cience, and how the y  will resort  to many s chemes in an effort to de­
feat this method of identification . Thes e  case s  als o  illus trate how inef­
fective efforts toward mutilation are, and how the subjects can be quickly 
and accurate ly identified in most cases  despite these efforts at mutilation 
of their fingerprints . 

WOMEN ARREST RECORDS

quarter  of 1936 disclosed that 7 . 3% of the arrest records examined were those 
of women. 
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MEDI COLEGAL ASPECTS OF ALCOHOLISM 

The following art i c le i s  publ i shed through the courtesy of the  
Wisconsin Medi cal J ournal and the author F. L. Kozelka , Toxicolog is t ,  of 
the Univers i ty of Wi s c ons in, Madi s on, Wiscons i n, i n  order to further ac­
quaint law enforcement off i cers with the Medi c olegal Aspects of Alc ohol­
i sm. 

" The tremendous increase of automotive traff i c , with i ts great­
er  speed , and , consequently ,  greatly increased potentiali t i e s  for s e r i ous 
ac c idents , has thrown on the phys i c ian many more problems and greatly in­
creased respons ibili t i e s  i n  connec t i on with the diagnos i s  of acute alc oholic 
intox i cati on and the determinati on of the relati onship between the degree 
of intoxicati on and the acti ons of the i ndividual. The diverse  opinion of 
the i nvestigators of the problem of alcohol ism as to  what const i tutes drunk­
ennes s  seems to center about tte lack of a c learcut def ini t i on of the term . 
Carlson ( 1) suggests that ' alcoholi c intoxication '  should be defined as that 
degree of i ntoxicati on at whi ch the individual becomes a nui sance or a dan­
ger to his  fellowmen. 

"The poli ce  c ourts have repeatedly mai ntained that the recog­
n i t i on of drunkenness  is a s imple matter because of the read i ly d i scernible 
symptoms, such as the odor of alcohol, d i lated pupi ls ,. flushed face , s tag­
geri ng gai t, confused thi ck spE:>ecb. , tachycardia , and boi sterous , euphor i c  or 
abus ive behavior . A person ,  hov!eve r ,  may be under the influence of alcohol 
to an extent that s e r i ously affe cts Il i s  faculties  and behav i or , e spec ially 
i n  such a respons ible pos i t i on as driving an automob i le , wi thout exhibi t ing 
thes e  c ommonly recognized symptoms of drunkennes s  and , conversely ,  an i n­
d i  vidual may exhi bi t any or all of these symptoms without be i ng under the 
i nfluence of alcohol, part icularly after a s evere shock as would occur i n  
a n  automobi le acc ident . Likewise , there are many individuals who have some 
acqui red or congeni tal defect, or pathologi cal c ond i t i on, who c ontinually 
exhibi t s ome of the characte r i stics  of alc oholi c i ntox i cation. A s  example s  , 
one may c i te individuals affl icted w i th neurologi cal cond i t i ons whi ch may 
cause ataxia, stuttering or stammer i ng, or cases of vasomotor i nstabi li ty 
or acute febr i le disturbance s ,  whi ch may cause dilated pupils,  f lushed face , 
tachycardi a ,  or tremors . 

"To be sure t the d i fferentiat i on between all of these c ondi ­
t i ons and acute alcoholi c i ntoxicat i on may be made read i ly by the trained 
clin i c i an i n  the major i ty of i nstanc e s , but it  is  not always so easy for 
the medi cally untrai ned peace off i ce r , e spe c ially i n  the borderli ne cases 
i n  whi ch the symptoms exhibi ted a.re doubtful . In such i n!?tances , the alc o­
holi c  odor of the breath cannot be used as a c r i t e r i on of the degree of i n­
tox ica t i on bece.use the i ntens i ty of the odor does not i ncrease with the 
amount of alcohol i ngested . 

" A  chemical examinati on of the urine or blood w i ll ,  however ,  
defini  tely e stabli sh \'lhe ther alc ohol has or has not been taken and approx­
imately how much has been inge sted . This test,  i s  of special value i n  
cas e s  where  the individual c ontinually exhi bi  ts  some of thes e  symptoms , 
because of s ome c ongeni tal or acquired defe c t  , and has imbibed enough 
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alcohol to give the character i s t i c  alcoholi c odor to the breath but not a 
suf f i ci ent amount to affect  h i s  facult i e s  . Under the pre s ent methods of 
diagnos i s , such an i ndividual might be adjudged intoxi cated . On the other 
hand , an individual imbibing a suffi c i ent amount of alcohol to materially 
affe c t  hi s reflex actions , but not enough to produce the more obvi ous symp­
toms of intox i cati on ,  m i ght be declared sobe r . Such occurrence s  may be en­
countered frequently among automob i le drivers . A drunken dr iver may exhib­
it marked s i gns of depres s i on if  left  a lone ; however , a sudden stimulus , 
such as may occur i n  an automob i le acc ident , may be suff i c i ent to overcome 
to a certain  extent the depress ing effect of the alcohol , and the individ­
ual may appear fairly normal. I t  is a recogni zed fact that any strong s tim­
ulus tends to  overcome depress i on .  

"Duri ng the past year , many spec imens of stomach c ontents or vo­
mi tus have been submi tted to thi s  laboratory for examinati on , from individ­
uals i nvolved i n  s er i ous automob i le accidents or from persons dying sudden­
ly , i n  whi ch alcohol we.s suspected of be i ng the cause of death . Whi le the 
e stablishment of the presence or absence of alcohol in such materials is of 
value in  demonstrat i ng that alcohol has or has not been taken , neverthe le s s  
the data obtained a r e  worthle s s  i n  estimat ing the degree  of i ntox i cati on ,  
s ince the a lcohol present i n  the s tomach mus t  s t i ll be cons i dered as be ing 
outs ide of the body. An accurate determination of the concentrati on of al­
cohol in  the t i ssues or body f luids i s  the only sati sfactory means of ascer­
tai ning the degree of alcoholi c i ntoxi cat i on .  Uumerous experiments and 
cli n i cal observati ons are on record whi ch i ndi cate that alcohol,  l ike most  
other drugs , produces tox i c  effects i n  direct  proportion to the quantity of 
the substance i n  the t i s sues and body fluids . 

" I t  has been demonstrated that alcohol taken by mouth i s  rapidly 
absorbed ; reaches i ts highest  concentrati on i n  the blood w i thin  an hour af­

ter i ngest i on ,  the concentrati on then gradually dimini shing as the a lcohol 
i s  oxidized and excreted . The rate of oxidati on is approximatsly 10 cubic  
centimeters per  hour for the average individual, and les s  than 10 per  cent 
is excreted by way of the lungs and kidneys . Newman and Cutt i ng ( 2 )  , work­
i ng w i th two human subjects , found that they metabolized 0 .  167 co.  and 0 .  179 
cc . per  ki logram per hour , respect ively ,  and that the rate of metaboli sm 
proceeded at  a constant rate regardless  of the c oncentrati on in the blood 
stream . The highest  concentrat i on attained i s  approximate ly the tota l 
amount of a lcohol i ngested , divided by the total we ight , and i f  given in  
suffi c ient amount , w i ll s oon produce the character i s t i c  subjective and ob­
jective effects . 

" The reli abi li ty of us ing the results  obtai ned from an analys i s  
of the var i ous body fluids , a s  an i ndex of inebriety ,  has been the subject 
of a cons iderable amount of research . Those most commonly used are the 
blood and urine . Most i nve s t i gators beli eve that the spinal fluid should 
yi e ld a more reliable i ndex because the c oncentrati on of alc ohol in  the 
spi nal fluid should c lose ly approximate that of the brain , and c onsequently 
reflect the degree of i nebriety .  In  support of thi s  c ontent i on ,  Gettler  
and Frei r e i ch (3 )  showed , i n  a series  of case s  coming to  autopsy,  that 
there was a more c onstant relat i onship between the alcoholi c content of the 
brai n  and spinal f luid than between the brai n  and the blood , and suggest  
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the us e of a series of spinal fluid-brain ratios , ranging from 2 . 5  to 1 . 1 ,  
for estimating t.he amount of a lcoho l in the brain of l iv ing indivi duals ,  
depending upon the concentrat i on of  al coho l found in the spinal fluid . If 
the concentrat ion of al coho l in  the spinal fluid i s  0 . 03 to 0 . 1% ,  the 
result  is divided by 2 . 5  to est imate the amount of a lcoho l in the bra in .  
I f  the concentrat ion in the spina l  fluid i s  0 . 5  t o  0 . 7% ,  the result is  
di vided by 1 . 1 .  They determined that the spinal fluid values more nearly 
approach those  for the brain as the quant ity in the latter organ increases . 
They also  found that the alcoho l i c  content of the blood cannot be corre lated 
with that of the bra in ,  be ing higher in some cases  and lower in others . 
These  data , however , throw l i t t l e  l i ght on the problem , because the t ime 
intervals  between the last imbibit ions of alcoho l and the determinations 
were not known , and evidently the wide var iation found was due to the stage 
of absorpt ion at whi ch death occurred . The re lat ionship of the alcoho l ic 
concentra t ion of the spinal fluid ( obtained by lumbar puncture ) and the 
blood , was determined by Schumm and Fleischmann ( 4 ) , Abramson and Linde 
( 5 ) , and. Gettler and Fre ire ich ( 3 ) . They demonstrated that the alcoho l ic  
content of  the lumbar fluid r i se s  more slowly than that of the blood , and , 
during the per iod of decl ine , the a lcohol  in tho spinal fluid remains high­
er than that in the blood . 

"Mehrtens and Newman ( 6 )  corroborated these  f indings by s ingle  
intravenous inj ections of al coho l . They observed that the  curve of  the 
alcoho l leve l of the spinal fluid obtained by lumbar puncture attains the 
height of the dimini sh ing alcoho l l eve l of the blood in about 80 minutes , 
reaches a maximum less  than that of  the blood , and duri ng the period of 
dec l ine re:nains higher than that of the blood . In the series  of seven 
subj ects invest igated , the curves for the al coho l l eve l s  of the blood and 
lumtar fluid crossed between 80 and 120 minutes after injection . The 
s igns of drunkenness in no way showed the lag that one might expect from 
t.he s l ow r i se in the alcoho l l evel of the lumbar f lui d .  The subj ect was 
invariably more intoxicated , judging from the act i ons and subjective 
symptoms , at the end of the inject i on when the alcohol  of  the blood was at 
its maximum than when the lumbar f luid reached its maximum . On the other 
hand , they found that the al cohol  in the c i sternal f luid r i ses  promptly and 
closely approximates that in the blood . From the ir  observations they 
conc luded that alcoho l i c  content of the c isternal fluid i s  a better index 
of intoxication than that of the lumbar fluid , whi l e  that of the blood is  
probably the best of  a l l . Apparently an  analys i s  of  the spinal  f luid has 
no particular advantage over the analysi s  of the blood . 

Ur i ne Ana l ys i s  

"Blood samples  a r e  often difficult t o  procure and the 
question arises  as to whether an analys i s  of urine g ives as good an 
indi cation of intoxi cation as the al cohol i c  concentrati on i n  the blood . 
M i les  ( 7 )  found that , during the first  20 or 30 minutes after ingestion ,  
the urine al cohol i s  about the same , or a l i ttle  higher , than i n  the blood ; 
then for one hour or more i t  i s  35  to 50 per cent higher . Southga te  and 
Carter ( 8 ) , working with human subjects , found that the rat i o  of al cohol i c  
concentrat i on i n  the blood t o  that i n  urine varied between 1 . 34 and 1 . 4 
after one-half  hour . The mean concentration rat io after one hour was 1 . 35 .  
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They a l s o  observed that thi s  ratio  i s  not changed if  the al cohol i s  taken on 
an empty stomach or preceded by the ingestion of food . Suosequent diures is  
also  did  not alter the rat i o . These  results indicate that , from a practical 
standpo int , the analys i s  of urine i s  almost as sat isfactory as of blood in  
est imating the degree of intoxicati on . 

"Haggard and Greenberg ( 9 )  studied the so lubi l i ty of alcoho l in 
urine and blood and found that al coho l is more soluble in urine than in  
blood ; the rat io  of distribut i on at body temperature was 1 . 0 for  the blood 
and 1 . 144 for the urine . They found the same di str ibut i on of the al cohol , af­
ter ingest ion between arterial blood and urine obtained by catheterizat ion . 
The apps.rent discrepancy between the results  of Haggard and Greenberg and 
those  of Mi les and of Southgate and Carter , i s  due undoubtedly to the 
fact that the former investigators obtained the ir  urine spec imens by cathe­
terizat i on , and the ir  rat i o  represents the distr ibut i on of al cohol between 
the two fluids at the t ime the urine was excreted and would be comparable to 
the rat io  found during the first  half  hour after the al cohol was ingested . 
However , during the period ( one to two hours after  ingest ion of al cohol ) 
when the al coho l i c  concentrat ion in  the blood i s  decreas ing , the ratio  in­
creases  i f  the urine is permitted to accumulate in  the bladder . Thi s  lat­
ter rat i o  was found by Mi les and by Southgate and Carter . 

" The relat i onship of the concentrat ion of al coho l in  the ur ine 
to the degree of intoxicat i on of the subj ect was strikingly demonstrated by 
Bogen ( 10 )  who had the opportunity of observing 500 cases and corre lat ing 
the symptoms , upon whi ch the c l inical diagnosis  is  usually based , with the 
alcoho l i c  concentrat ion in the urine . Those with an alcoho l i c  concentration 
in  the uri ne of 0 to 1 mg . per I c c . inc luded not only a number who had not 
taken any alcoho l but some who had imbibed small  quanti t ies . Forty per 
cent had the odor of alcohol on the ir  breath but only a few showed the 
flushed face , d i lated pupi l s , unst eady gait ,  or s lurred or confused speech 
of  alcoho l i c  intoxicat ion .  In none was the combination of symptoms suff­
i c iently marked to justify a diagnosis  of drunkenness . In the group hav­
ing an alcoho l i c  concentrat i on in the urine of from 1 to 2 mg . per 1 c c . ,  
the diagnosis  of ' acut e al coho l i c  intoxi cat ion I was made in  over 50 per 
cent of  the cases . The group having a concentrat i on of from 2 to 3 mg . of 
al coho l in 1 cc . of urine showed an increase in  the inc idence of nearly al l  
the symptoms of al coho l i c  i ntoxi cat ion . Fift een per  cent of these individ­
uals  were e ither in an alcoho l i c  coma or were unable to s tand or walk . 
The group having a concentration of from 3 to 4 mg . of alcoho l in 1 cc . of 
urine contained only a few individuals  who were not unmistakably intoxi cat­
ed i !1 the sense of t he term , drunkenness . Above 4 mg . of alcoho l per 
1 cc . of urine , pract i cal ly all  the cases were in  a state of al coho l i c  
coma - the traditional I dead drunk . 1 Thi s  leve l  o f  alcohol approaches the 
lethal dose . These  stages are we l l  i l lustrated in Emerson I s book on al­
cohol ( 1 1 )  . 

"Heise  ( 12 )  studied the effects of small  amounts of alcohol and 
found a measurable loss  of effic iency and judgment in the operat i on of 
a typewriter even when the concentrat ion of alcoho l in  the urine or blood 
did not exceed 0 . 02 per cent . In another series of experiments ,  he test­
ed the effect of alcohol on automobi le drivers and found that , without 
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excepti on ,  these  subj ects were able  to pass creditably the ordinary tests "" 
used to determine drunkenness  and were able  to perform the routine actions  
involved in driving . However , he found a definite variat ion from the nor­
mal in actions that had not become a habit , such as the avo idance of obsta­
cles , backing the car , or any unusual act ion from one that was routinely 
used . In none of thes e  subjects did the al coho l i c  concentration of the urine 
exceed 0 . 1  per cent . 'l'hese results are in  close  agreement with those  ob­
tained by Carlson ( 1 )  who observed some functional impairment when the con­ 
centrat ion of alcohol reached 1 . 17 mg . per cc .  

The C r i  ter i on 

" Turner ( 13 )  , on the other hand , conc ludes that an individual  
is  not intoxi cated unt i l  the concentrati on of the alcoho l in the blood  
ranges  from 2 to 3 mg . per cc . However ,  he does not cons ider an individual • 
intoxi cated unless  he i s  unable  to talk and walk normally . If one i s  
t o  subscribe to thi s  intorpretation ,  then a driver would not be adjudg­
ed intoxicated so leng as he was abl e  to stand , and no cognizance would be 
taken of his  impaired faculties . Abso lut.e helplessness should not be the 
cri terion upon whi ch we should convict a person indi cted with operat ing a 
motor car whi le under the influence of intoxi cat ing l iquor . Other factors 
of the case being equal  , the criterion should be whether or .not he varies 
in a sufficient degree from his  normal mental or phys ical state , as a ra­
suI t of the consumption of intoxicating beverages , to make him a menace to 
society . 

liThe contention that reaction t ime i s  lengthened and that the 
psycho-phys io logical functions of importance i n  motor car operation are 
impaired before the characteristic  symptoms of i ntoxi cat ion are apparent , 
is  further corroborated by Bs.hnsen and Vedel -Petersen ( 14 )  . In the ir  ex­
per iments on dr ivers o-f motor vehi cles , they observed that al coho l tend­
ed to lower the grade of ,performance when 97 cc . of whi sky was ingested . 
In this  subcl inical s tage t when there i s  1 mg . or  less of al cohol in  each 
cc . of blood , the changes  produced in most cases are so s l ight as to be 
readi ly overl ooked except by a very careful observer . Never-theless  , the 
effect is manifested in a blunting of the finer judgments and of observa­
tion ,  and usual ly results in a feel ing of euphoria and increased confidence 
in one ' s  abi l i ty ,  both phys ical and mental . 

li l t  i s  a matter of common knowledge that the person accustomed 
to the use of al cohol can drink more and show less  symptoms of toxicity than 
the person not so accustomed , al though the mechanism of thi s  phenomenon 
is not unders tood . I t  i s  commonly be l ieved that a chroni c  alcoho l i c  can 
to lerate a higher concentration of alcohol in the blood or t i ssues wi thout 
exhibi ting symptoms of intoxi cati on . Thi s  be l ief , however , i s  not sup­
ported by experimental data . Pringshe im ( 1 5 ) , working with rats and rab­
bi ts , found that habi tues burn up the al cohol much faster ( approximate­
ly two-thirds of the t ime ) than normal animals ; that normal animals  reach 
a 66 per cent higher content of alcohol in the b lood than habitues ; that 
normal animal s  oxidize the same amount of alcohol each hour , whi l e  in 
habitues the oxidat ion is acce lerated each succeeding hour . He also found 
that normal animals  absorb 20 per cent more a lcoho l in the first  two hours 
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than do the habi tues . The greater absorpti on and the lower oxidation are 
reasons why the alcoho l i c  content of the body rises  to a higher l eve l in  
normal animals . Schwei she imer ( 16 ) , investigat ing the alcoho l i c  content of 
blood in human al coho l ics  and normal individuals , corroborated Pringshe im ' s 
resul ts with animals . Hi s results show that the maximum al coho l i c  content 
is higher in normal persons ; that it reaches thi s  maximum in from onc and 
one-half to two hours , remains at thi s  l eve l for five hours , and then grad­
ual ly diminishes , whi l e  in alcoho l i c  persons it reaches its  maximum more 
qui ckly , remains at the l evel for two hours and then subs ides much more 
qui ckly . He concludes that tolerance is due to the decreased maximum al­
coho l zone whi ch depends on  a more rapid oxidation .  He  could find no  proof 
of increased res i s tance toward al cohol  . In  general , s imilar results were 
obtained by Gettler and Freire i ch ( 17 )  with dogs . They po isoned dogs by 
dai ly administration of alcohol for periods ranging from six  months to two 
years . In al l cases  ( po i soned and normal dogs ) , intoxication ( disturbed 
equi l ibrium ) set in when the alcoho l i c  content of the brain reached 0 . 25 
per cent . They found , without except i on ,  a smaller  al coho l i c  content in  
the t issues and body fluids of chronic alcoho l i c  dogs as compared to nor­
mal dogs , and concluded that ·µhe lower concentration is due to  increased 
destruction of the al coho l by the t i ssues and that increased tolerance i s  
due t o  more eff i c i ent oxidation . These  data indi cate that tolerance t o  al­
cohol cons ists  mainly of the increased oxidat i on rate of the al coho l ab­
sorbed , but that the individual i s  always affected to about the same degree 
by the same concentration of alcohol in the blood , regardless of his  pre­
vious habits or total amount of alcohol drunk . 

"Since the concentration of al cohol in the urine and the bl ood 
i s  so cons istent ly related to the degree of acute alcoho l i c  intoxicat i on 
and the consequent behavior of the individual , regardless of h is  previ ous 
habits , and s ince the diagnosis  of drunkennes s  from the c l ini cal  condition 
alone is open to  many cri t i c i sms and difficultie s , a quant i tat ive determin­
at ion of the a lcoho l in  urine or body fluid offers the only accurate so lu­
ti on to the problem of the diagno s i s  of al coho l i sm .  It is not expected 
that this test should supersede entire ly a l l  the other c l ini cal examina­
tions , but should be interpreted in the l i ght of a l l  the other observat ions 
in the case . However ,  it can we l l  be conc luded that the alcoho l i c  concen­
trat i on in the urine and body fluids is the most re l i able s ingle factor in 
arriving at a correct conc lus ion as to the degree of intoxi cati on of the 
individual , and intoxication should be defined more in terms of alcoho l i c  
content i n  the blood than in  the abi l i ty t o  walk . 

Summary 

"From the avai lable data it  seems safe to conc lude that : 

" 1 . The c l inical  evidence alone i s  not an adequate criterion 
for the diag los i s  of the degree of alcoho l i c  intoxi cation . 

"2 . Tolerance to al cohol i s  due to more effic ient oxidat ion 
and not to any increased res istance to i t , i . e . , the ¶bi l i ty to tolerate 
higher concentrat ions in  the blood and t issues without exhibit ing the char­
acteristic  symptoms of intoxicat i on .  
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" 3 .  The psycho -phys i o l o g i c a l  manifestations are d i re c t ly r e ­
lated t o  t h e  a l coho l i c  content i n  t h e  b l ood , regard l e s s  of t h e  previ ous hab­
i t s  of the ind ividua l  . 

" 4 .  The re i s  a def i n i t e  decrease i n  react ion t ime and l o s s  o f  
e f f i c i ency a t  lower l eve l s  of a l coho l i c  concentrat ion i n  t h e  b l o o d  than i s  
r e quired t o  produce t h e  charact,eri s t i c  symptoms of dnmkenne s s  . 

" 5 .  The re i s  a def i n i t e  r e l a t i onship betwe e n  the a l coho l i c  
concentrat i o n  i n  the blood and the urine wh i ch i s  not a l t e red by the rate 
o f  abs orp t i on o r  the degree of diures i s  . 

" 6 .  The determinat i on o f  th e  a l coho l i c  content o f  the b l ood o r  
u r i n e  offers a means o f  e s t imating t h e  a l coho l i c  content o f  the other . "  
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THIRD FBI POLICE TRAINING SCHOOL 

The Pol i ce Tra i n i ng School s conducted by the Fed e r a l  Bu reau o f  
I nve s t igat i o n  have produced remarkable results i n  tha t a larg e  pe r c entage 
of the gradua t e s  of the s e  s choo l s ,  upon re turn ing to the i r  re spe c t i ve d e ­
par tments have been g i ven promo t i ons and , l ikewi s e , an oppo rtun i ty t o  g i v e  
the bene f i t s  of the i r  train ing and expe r i e n c e  t o  o th e r  membe rs o f  the i r  
organ i zat ions . Th i s  i s  par t i cularly grat i fy i ng t o  the Fed e r a l  Bureau o f  
Inve s t i gat i o n  be cause th i s  i s  the primary obj e c t ive o f  the s e  s ch o o l s  a s  th ey 
a r e  at present conducted . 

Beg inn ing July 20 , 1936 , the thi rd s e s s i o n  of the Pol i c e  Tra i n ­
ing S chool w i l l  s tart and w i l l  cont inue f o r  twe lve weeks . Thi r ty- f i ve 
repres entat ives of l o cal , county , a nd state l a w  enforcement o rgan i zat i o n s  
w i l l  take thi s  course of t ra i n i ng . Instru c t i o n  w i l l  be prov i ded i n  a 
l a rge numbe r of subj e c t s  , includ i ng thos e  that deal w i th s c i en t i f i c  and 
t e chn i cal subj e c ts , tho s e  hav ing to do wi th c r ime s tat i s t i c s  r e c ords and 
r epo rts , tho s e  wh i ch fa l l  under the head i ng of f i r ea.rms t ra in ing and f i r s t  
a id , thos e  und e r  the head ing of i nve s t i gat i ona , enforcement and regul a t o ry 
pro cedure , and no l e s s  important , tho s e  hav ing to do w i th the adm i n i s tra­
t i o n  and organ ization o f  law enforcement agenc i e s . A great deal o f  pra c ­
t i ca l  work and pra c t i ca l  demonstra t i ons w i l l  b e  inc luded i n  the cours e 
of t ra i ning and the ent i r e  fa c i l i t i e s  of the Federal Bureau of I nve s t i ga ­
t i on ' s  tra in i ng s choo l s  w i l l  b e  made ava i l abl e  dur ing this course of i n ­
s t ruc t i on .  

The obs e rva t i on ha s b e e n  made that tho s e  commun i t i e s  and s e c ­
t i ons wh i ch d o  not have properly t ra ined and adequa t e  law enfo r c ement p e r ­
s onne l wi l l  s o o n  b e  l e a rned by c r im i nal s and they w i l l  s e ek t o  e s ta b l i sh 
the i r  re s idences in such s e c t i ons as a haven or refuge . The Bureau b e ­
l i evo s that the tra i n i ng wh i ch i t  provide s ,  the refore , i s  he lpful no t o n l y 
i n  the enforcement of l aws , but a l s o  in the prevent i on and deterr ing o f  
c r ime . 

The re i s  no expense whatsoever for the tra i n i ng o r  for the e qu i p ­
ment used i n  conne c t i on , the r ewi th . Penci l s , notebooks , f i rearms and even the 
ammun i t i on is furn i shed w i thout any charge to tho s e  attending the s choo l s  . 
The only n e c e s sary expens e s  are l i ving expens e s  whi l e  i n  Washington and 
t ransportat i on to and f rom the homes of thos e  a t t ending the schoo l .  

I n  order to a t tend a s e s s i on of the Po l i ce Tra i n i ng S ch o o l  , i t  
i s  n e c e s sary tha t the pol i c e  department , sher i f f ' s  off i c e , s t a t e  pO l i c e  , 
o r  other law enforcement organizat i on commun i cate wi th the D i re c t o r  o f  t h i s  
Bureau adV i s ing that they d e s i r e  t o  s end a repres entat ive t o  take such a 
course of t ra i n i ng . In the order in whi ch the s e  app l i cat i ons a r e  r e c e ived , 
the Bureau wi l l  give cons i d e rat i on t o  the app l i ca t i ons and ext end i nv i  ta ­
t i ons to such law enf orcement agen c i e s  to s e l e c t  one repre s entat ive who 
i s  be s t  qual i f i ed to take the t ra i n ing and then re turn to h i s  own depa.rt.men t  
t o  i n s t ruct the other members o f  that organ i zat i on .  

I t  i s  requ i red that tho s e  who attend s t ipulate that they w i l l  
att end for the ful l t we lve weeks , that they w i l l  be promp t i n  r epo r t i ng 
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to classes , that they wi l l  earnestly cooperate during the course of the 
schoo l  to endeavor to get the greatest possible  benefit from the course 
of training , that they w i l l  obey the rules of the i r  own departments as to 
conduct ,  and d isc ipline and such other rules  as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct of a s choo l  of this  type . Due to the fact that it i s  not 
desi red to l imit the value of thi s course of training by accept ing thos e  

are subject to an early reti rement , i t  i s  requi red that those des ignated 
be less  than forty-six  yeal"S of age at the t ime they enter thi s  s choo l . 
The successful complet ion of thi s  course w i l l  require a great deal of hard 
work from the students who attend and it should , therefore , appeal to those  
who are  interested , serious-minded , and ambi tious to improve themselves 
and others in thei r  department , in the art and s c i ence of law enforce­
ment . 

Although select i ons have a.l ready been made of those who are to 
attend the thi rd session of the Pol i ce Training 8chool of the Federal Bu­
reau of Investigation , thi s Bureau wi l l  be pleased to rece ive informat i on 
from any law enforcement agency indi cat ing its  des i re to send a representa­
t ive to take this  course of training . The Bureau w i l l  give as prompt con­
s iderati on as is poss ible to these appl i cations . If any additional in­
formation concerning the training is des i red , the Bureau wil l  be pleased , 
upon request , to s end a booklet rela ti  ve to its  training s chools to · thos e  
who are interested . A communi cati on should b e  addressed to the Director , 
Federal Bureau of Inves t i gation ,  U .  8 .  Department of  Justice , Washington , 
D .  C .  

A QUESTIONABLE PATTERN 

The patt.ern whi ch i s  submi tted for d i s cuss ion in  thi s  month ' s  
FBI Law Enforcement Bul letin  proba.bly cannot be cons idered in  i tself as  a 
questionable pattern . However , i t  i s  reproduced in  thi s  i s sue for general 
di scussion and as a preface to a discussion of a definitely questi onable 
pattern of the same general type , whi ch w i l l  be publ i shed in the August ,  
1936 Bulletin . 

The question i nvolved in  thi s pattern i s  merely a matter of the 
extent or the distance whi ch should be traced to determine whether any of 
the double loop patterns are inner , meeting or outer whorls .  "Whorl tracing" 
i s  d iscussed in  detai l  on  pages 31 to 34 of the booklet  ent itled "Clas s if i ­
cati on o f  Fingerprints"  recently di stributed by the Federal Bureau of Inves ­
t igation to l aw enforcement offi cers . The text of this treatise  reads , i n  
part , as follows : 

"The ridge emanat ing from the l ower s ide or point of 
the left delta is traced toward the r i ght delta unt i l  
the point oppos ite  or nearest the r i ght delta i s  reach­
ed . The number of r idges between this po int and the 
right delta are then counted . "  

The text then proceeds to define and describe inner , meeting and 
outer whorls .  
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R D  

The point involved in thi s  case represents merely a discussion 
of the extent to whi ch the r idge proceeding from the left delta should be 
traced . The text above ind i cates the r idge emanating from the l owe r side 
or point of the l eft del ta is traced toward the right del ta unt i l  the point 
opposi te or nearest the r ight delta is reached . It is not intended that this  
ridge should 'be traced complete ly through or fol lowing a c ircui tous route . 
I t  i s  intended merely that the r idge be traced upon the upward thrust , whi ch 
i s  usually present , unt i l  a point on thi s  ridge proceeding upward i s  attain­
ed , which point is closest or nearest to the r ight delta . Any other proce­
dure in the tracing of the ridge would necessitate a great deal of t i me in 
the fol l owing of the ridge around its l oop . 

Applying the foregoing rules  to the pattern reproduced here i n ,  
it  w i l l  be noted that the pOint where the trac ing begins i s  represented by 
the l etters " LD" to indicate the left de lta . The actual  tracing i s  repre­
sented by a heavy l ine . The tracing actually stops at the point marked , "X" , 
whi ch i s  the closest point on the upward trend of this  r idge to the right 
del ta represented by the letters "RD" . 

As ind i cated above , a pattern of a dec idedly quest ionable char­
acter will  be reproduced next month to present this  discussion further . 
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FI NGERPRI NTING BY RAILROAD POL I CE 

The Pennsylvania Ra i l road Po l i ce have been tak i ng f i ngerpr i nts 
i n  a gene ral way for the pas t  twenty years of cr imina l s  who were apprehended 
for maj o r  f e l o ni e s  . However , the operat ion  was no t made a general pract i c e  
unt i l  October 1 ,  1935 when , a t  the sugge st i on of the Spe c i a l  Agent i n  
Charge o f  the P i t t sburgh Off i ce o f  the Federal Bureau o f  I nve s t i gat ion  , the 
off i c ers  ass i gned to the centra l  region compr i s i ng the terr i tory in and 
around P i t t sburgh , Pennsylvania  , presented themse]  ves at the P i t t sburgh 
Off i ce of the Bureau for general i n s t ructions in tak ing f i nge rp'r i nt s  . 

There are one hundred thirty offi cers a s s i gned to the central 
region o f  the Pennsylvani a  Ra i l road under the supe rvi si on 'of. ,  Mr . J .  G .  
Sersch . Of thi s  number n i ne ty per cent received instruc t i ons .in tak i ng 
f i ngerpr ints by representat ives of the Bureau f i e ld off i c e  at Pi'ttsburgh , 
Pennsylvani a  . The remaining ten pe r cent were inst ructed bY ' , Q ther law 
enfo rcement agenc i e s  in the d i s tr i c t  . Two off i cers o f  the Pehn,syl van i a  
Ra i l road Po l i ce  att ended the Finge rpr i nt I dent i f i ca t i on Seho o l  ," he to, .a 1i t.he 
pi ttsburgh Off i ce betwe en Apr i l  20 and 24 , 1936 , by I nspe c t? r L .  C .  
Schi lder . 

S i nce the i naugurat i on o f  thi s  a c t i v i ty by the Pennsylvania 
Ra i l road Po l i ce on Oc tobe r I ,  1935 , the offi cers in the central region have 
taken and submi tted ove r one thousand three hundred s i xty- se'ven p r i nts to  
the Fede r a l  Bureau of Inve s t i gation in  Washington . The  returns from thes e  
pr i nts have i ndi cated tha t about s ix ty per cent of the persons arre sted 
had f o rmer c r iminal re cords . 

The suc c e s s  obta ined in  th i s  prac t i ce i s  we l l  i l lus trated i n  
the f o l lowing cases ; 

January 4 ,  1936 : Wal t e r  G .  Smi th . Arres ted at  Denni son , 
Oh i o  . Wanted for Auto Theft in  the State o f  I l l  ino i s  . Re turned tĈ I l  iinoi i 

autho r i t i e s  , 

January 5 ,  1936 : Ll oyd Da l e .  Arrested at Warren , Ohi o  . , Wanted 
for the murde r  of Off i c er R .  D .  Go rdon o f  the We s tern Pac i f i c  Ra i l road at 
Sto ckton , Cal i f o rni a  , on September 5 ,  1935 . Conv i c ted on a charge ' of mur­
der in f i rs t  degree , sentenced to death . 

January 12 , 1936 : Wi l l  Rodge r s  , a l  ias James Johnson , and Wal ­
ter Lindsey : bo th c o l o red ,  we re arrested by off i cers of the Permsyl van i a  
Ra i l road Po l i ce  in the ra i l road yards at Orrvi l l e  , Oh io . F inge rpr ints  we re 
taken and subm i tted to the Fede ral Bureau o f  I nve s t igat ion at Washington , .  
who no t i f i ed the Columbus , Oh io author i t i e s  . Wo rd was rece ived the f o l l ow­
ing day that both we re wanted in conne c t i o n  w i th the murder of , Jo s epn 
C l evens ton of C o l umbus . Lindsey was ind i c ted f or f i rst  degree murd e r  , 
whi ch was later  changed to  manslaughter . On February 27 , 1936 , he was 
sent enced to s e rve 1 to 20 years by Honorable Judge D .

Wi l l  Rodgers , a l  ias  James Johns on , who turned 
s tate I s evidence , wa s r e l eased and furth e r  charge s "Nol l e  prossed" and 
defendant d i s c harged f r om cust ody Apr i l  27 , 1936 .

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March 7,  1936 : Sam Perry , arrested at Col l iers , West  Vir­
glma , Subj ect of  FBI 1074432 , wanted as escaped pri soner from Whee l ing ,  
West Virginia . Released on March 8 ,  1936 , by County authorities  before 
rece iving notification from Washington Bureau . 

March 22 , 1936 : Lefton Hans ley al ias Harold Mason was removed 
from a mai l  train at Steubenvi l le , Ohio . After his fingerpr ints  were taken 
he confessed that he was wanted in New York C ity for murder .  The New York 
authori  ties  were not ified and Mason was returned for trial . Di spos i t ion 
of case is unknown to date  . 

March 28 , 1936 : Clarence Osterman , Subj ect of FBI 367706 was 
arrested in Rai lroad yards at Carnegie , Pennsylvania . Fingerprints taken 
and forwarded to Federal Bureau of Investigation , Washington , D .  C .  , and 
a not ification was rece ived that he was wanted by State authorities  at 
Greencastle , Indiana . He was returned to Indiana , May 9 , 1936 ,  by officers 
from that State  . 

I t  is  bel i eved that if the off icers of al l  the rai l roads in 
the Uni ted States adopt the practice  of fingerprinting persons arrested , 
they w i l l  contribute large ly to the efforts be ing exerted by other law en­
forcement agenc ies in combating crime , as such act ivity would unquest ionably 
resul t in the apprehens ion of many wanted criminals  in var ious parts of 
the country . 

MUTILATION FAILS TO AVOID IDENTIFI CATION 

The photograph of Avery Simons , subj ect of Ident ification 
Order No . 1247 , i s sued by the Federal Bureau of Invest igation appeared on 
the cover of the Fugitives Wanted by Pol i ce Bul letin ,  i ssued June 1 ,  1935 . 
Avery Simons was apprehended by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigat ion at Los Angeles  , Cal ifornia , May 1 4 ,  1936 . 

I t  w i l l  be of interest  to law enforcement offic ials  and to 
identification officers in particular to know that it  was found Simons had 
made an effort to so mut i late his  finger t ips that identification would be 
rendered difficult  , if not imposs ible ; however , . hi8  fingerprints were 
immediately taken and forwarded by air mai l  to the Identification Division 
of the Bureau in Washington , D .  C .  , where i t  was found that in  spite of the 
mut i lation it was possible to conduct a search of the f ineerprints in the 
fi les  of the Identification Divis ion and cause Simons ' ident ification with­
out difficulty .  Such a result was important in thi s parti cular instance 
because Simons cons i stently and pos i tively denied his  ident i ty ,  and further 
because his appearance had changed cons iderably s ince he was last photo­
graphed , and a posi tive ident ification could not be made from photographs . 

OILING FIREARMS 

The po ints  requiring most  frequent o i l ing on firearms are the 
parts  where the s l ide and frame rub together on automati c  pistols  and the 
hub of the revolver cylinder , parti cularly the forward end . 
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IDENTIFY ING THE UNK DEAD THROUGH FINGERPR I NTS 

The f i ngerpr i nt s  o f  2 ,  7 58 deceased pers ons who s e  ident i t i e s  were 

unknown o r  i n  d oubt were s ent t o  the Federa l Bureau o f  I nve s t iga t i on dur i ng. 
the per i o d from May 1 ,  1 935 , to May 1 ,  1935 , by law enforc ement agenc i e s  and 
c o roners throughout the Un i t ed S t a t e s  in an effort to prevent the s e  deceased 
'be i ng bur i ed a s  unknown dead . 

I dent i f i cat i ons were def i n i t e ly e s tabl i shed i n  722 c a s e s  . The 

i dent i fy i ng data , such as addr e s s e s  and names of the d e c eased ' s  r e l a t ive s 
were furni shed to the contr i but ing o f f i c i a l s  . The f i ngerp r i nt c ontr ibutors 
o f  904 o f  the 2 ,  7 58 were w i thout any informa t i o n  r e lat ive t o  the ident i ­
t i e s  o f  the deceased persons , whe reas a s  t o  the o ther 1 , 854, the i r  ident i t i e s 

h!:',d been to!1tat ive ly e s tab l i shed . A compar i s o n  of the 2 ,  7 58 s e t s  of f in­

gerpr ints w i th near l y  5 ,  900 , 000 f i ngerpr int re cords on f i l e  in the I dent i ­

f i ca t i on Divi s i on o f  the Federal Bur e au o f  I nve s t iga t i on during th i s  period 
e f f e c t ed po s i t ive ident i f i cl.l:t i o n o f  tho 234 of the f i r s t  Broup and 488 o f  

the s e c ond group . In each i n s tanc e whe re ident ifying informa t i on was ava i l ­
ab l e  , i t  was promptly fo rw6,.r·ded t o  the i nqu i r e rr;  i n  order that the fami l i e s  

and r e l a t iv e s  o f  the deceased might b e  no t i f i ed immed iately . 

Dur i ng the month of Apr i l ,  1936 , the Bureau was in r e c e  ipt o f  

the f i ngerpr int impr e s s ions of 225 d e c e a s e d  persons . the i dent i t i e s  o f  54 
of whom were unknown to off i c ia l s  , whU e  171 were pa.r t i a l ly i dent i f i ed by 

the f i ngerp r i nt contr ibuto rs . The f i l e s  o f  the Federa l Bureau o f  I nve s t i ­
gat i o n  d i s c l o s ed the ident i t i e s  o f  15 o f  the 54 unknown dead and made pos s i ­

b l e  the pos i t ive ident i f i ca t i o n  o f  45 o f  the deceased numbered among the 1 7 1  

who were par t i a l ly ident i f i ed . 

Death came to mo s t  o f  the s e  2 ,  7 58 deceased in the rout i ne course 

of l i f e  wh i ch i:light befa l l  anybody , l eav i ng the i r  i. dent i t i e s  e i the r entire­
ly unknown o r  unc e rta.i nly e s tabl i shed . Some were k i l l ed by t ra i ns or auto ­

mob i l e s  ; s everal were found dead from na tura l  , undetermined caus e s  and m i s ­
fortune . 

A typ i cal case in whi ch r e f e rence to the Bur eau I S  iden t i f' i ca t i on 
fac i l  i t i e s  afforded an ident i f i ca t i on of an unknown de cea.sed person o ccurred 

whŜn the f i ngerprints of an unknown dead man , who di.ed at the Med i cal Center 
in J e r s ey C i ty ,  New Je r8ey , wero f o rwarded t o  the Bur eau by 'the Po l i c e De­

partment of that c i ty .  A s e arch through the f i l e s  of the I de nt i f i ca t i on D i ­

v i s i on reve a l e d  thi s man to be a n  i nd i v i dual arre s ted by the She r i f f  o f  
Jersey C i ty ,  New J e rsey , on July 8 ,  1 932 , o n  a charge o f  trespas s i ng o n  ra i l ­

road p rope rty . A l l  of the info rme. t i on appea!' i ng on the f ingerpr i nt card sub­
mi tted in conne c t i o n  wi t11 that a rr e s t  wa s furni 3hed to the Chi e f  of Po l i c e  

of Je r s ey C ity as of po s s ible a s s i s tanc e i n  l o cat ing the r e l a t i v e s  o f  the 
deceas e d  . 

Anot.her interest ing ident i f i ca t i o n  o c curred whe n  the Po l i c e  De­
partment o f  Memph i s  , Tenne s s e e ,  subm i tted the f i nge rpr i nt s  o f  a young woman 

who had c ommi t t e d  s u i c ide whi le o c cupy i ng a r o om i n  a hous e  of a s s ignat i o n .  

When h e r  f i nge rpr i nt s  were searched through the f i l e s  o f  the Ident i f i ca t i on 
Divi s i on he r home addre s s  was revea l e d  , t oge the r w i th her correct name , and

information as to the whereabout:J of her relative s  was immediately fur­
ni shed the autho r i t i e s  at Memph i s  , Tennessee . 

S imilarly , the She r i ff ' s  Offi c e  at Stockton , Cal i fornia , sub­
mitted the f inge rprints of an ind ividual who was known to them under a cer­
tain name and who had met  death through a train  acc ident . When h i s  f inger­
prints were searched through the f i l e s  of the FBI , they were found to be 
identi cal  with those of an individual who had previously been arrested in 
Burl ington , New Jersey , and West  Trenton , New Jersey . H i s  corre ct name , 
whi ch was ent irely d i fferent from that under whi ch he was known in Cal i ­
fornia , was promptly furni shed the Stockton , Cal ifornia , autho r i t i e s . 

Cons ide r ing the number of ident i f i cat ions of deceased persons 
tha t are made , where the deceased has f ingerprints on re cord , taken prior 
to death , i s  a forceful reminder that the Ident i f i cat i on D ivis i on of the 
Federal Bureau of Inve s t i gation i s  mai ntained for thi s  practi ce,l and humane , 
service as wel l  as for aid  in the ident i f i cation and apprehens ion of crimi­
nal s  . 

FUGITIVE NOTATI ONS 

Repl i e s  to the invitat i on appearing in the January , 1 936 , i s sue 
of the Bull e t in that law enforcement agenc ies  advi s e  whe ther they prefer 
arrangement of the fugitive notat i ons appear ing in the FBI Bul l e t ins by 
alphabet j ca l  or f ingerprint class i f i cation sequence have not been suff i c i ent 
to warrant a change in the present alphabet i cal arrangement . 

In order that the most sat i sfactory results may be obtained from 
the fug i t ive entries  appearing in the FBI Bull e t j,ns i t  i s  bel i eved that the 
notations should be cl ipped and pasted on fingerpr int cards and placed in 
the fingerpr int f i le s  of the var i ous law enforcement agenc ies  accord ing to 
clas s if icat ion . If  this procedure were fol l owed each s earch of the f inger­
print f i le s  of the law enforcement agenc ies  would  automat i cally effect a 
search aga inst a l l  such not ices  . 

Law enforcement agenc ies  are reques ted to advise  the Bureau rel­
ative to a l l  case s  where the informat i on appearing in the FBI Law Enforce­
ment Bull e t ins i s  instrumental in effect ing the ident i f i cation of subj e cts 
as fug i t ive s  , in order that the Bureau may be inform.ed as to the exact ac­
compl i shments of the Bul l e t in . Also , all wanted not i ces should be immed­
iately cancel led by l etter when the fugi t ive is apprehended or  is no l onge r 
wanted . 

F INGERPRINT CONTRIBUTORS 

On June 1 5 , 1936 , there were 9 , 886 pol i c e  departments ,  peace 
off icers , and law enforcement agenci e s  throughout the Uni ted States and 
fore ign countries  voluntarily contribut ing fingerprints to the FBI . 
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JOHN YATES, PAROLE V IOLATOR I DENTIFIED THROUGH FINGERPRI NTS 

Among law enforcement agenc i e s  served by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation are spec ial pol ice  departments of the s everal ra i lway c om­
panie s  . Under date of October 18 , 1925 , the Spec ial  Agent of the S t . Lou i s  
and San Franc isco  Railway Company , Kansas C i ty ,  Missour i , reque sted that 
a wanted not ice  be posted on the f ingerprint card of one J ohn Yates who 
had formerly served a two year sentence in the Missouri State Peni  tent­
iary , Jefferson C i ty ,  Missour i , for the crime of grand l 3.rceny . Yates  was 
wanted on charges  of burglary and larceny i n  connection w i th a box car 
r obbery at C olumbus , Kansas , whi ch occurred on the night of August  28 , 
1925 . 

A f ingerprint card was rece ived i n  the Federal Bureau of Inves­
t igat i on on May 10 , 1926 , from the Grays on County Ident i f i cat i on Bureau , 
Denison , Texas , reflect ing the arres t  of one Jesse  W i l l iams on an inve s t i ­
gat ion charge . The f ingerprints of W i l l iams , when s earched through the 
f iles  of the Ident i f i cat i on Divis ion , were found to be ident i ca l  w i th 
those o f  Yates  and , accord ingly , a telegram was sent to the interested  
off i c ials  of the Rai lway Company on  May 1 1 , 1 926 . 

A communication was subsequently rece ived from the Special  
Agent of the Rai lway Company adv i s  ing that Yates he,d pleaded gui l ty on 
May 2 1 , 1 926 , to the charges  of burglary , s econd degree , and grand larceny 
and was s entenced to terms of f ive to ten and one to f ive years , respectŖ 
ively , in the State Penitent iary , Lans ing , Kansas , where he was received I 
on June 5 ,  1926 . 

The Federal Bureau of Inves t iga t i on rece ived advice  f rom the 
prison off i c ia l s  at Lans ing , Kansas , on November  9 ,  1 931 , that Yates  was 
wanted for violation of parole  . An appropriate notation to that effect 
was made in the record s  of the Bureau . On Apri l  29 , 1936 , a f ingerprint 
card was rece ived in  the Bureau , reflect ing the arrest of one Charley 
Evans by the Sheriff at Rock I sland , I l l ino i s , on Apri l  23 , 1936 , on a 
charge o f  arson . A search of the ident i f i cation f i les d is c l o sed  that 
Yates  was again in custody , thi s  t ime under the name of Evans .  The War­
den of the State Peni tenti ary at Lans ing , Kansas , was immediately not i ­
f i ed o n  Apri l  30 , 1936 , by telegram o f  the ident i f i cation effected by the 
technical experts of the Bureau . 



GIOVANNI P I CCOLO, AN APPLI CANT FOR A BEVERAGE LI CENSE,  
IDENTIFIED AS AN ESCAPED ALIEN  

Several of the states , before i s suing an alcohol i c  beverage 
l icense , requ i re appl i cants to subm i t  f ingerprints whi ch are forwarded 
to the Federal Bureau of Invest igat i on for s earch through the criminal 
f iles  of the Ident i f i cat i on Div i s i on .  Such was the case of G iovanni 
Piccolo  who had furni shed h i s  f i ngerprints to the State Board of Equal ­
izat ion , Los Angeles , Cal i fornia , in conne ct i on with h i s  appl i cation 
for an alcohol i c  beverage l i cense . 

The f i ngerpr ints of P i ccolo , when searched through the crim­
inal f ingerprint f i l e s  of the Bureau , were found to be ident i cal w i th 
thos e  of James Orlando , arrested by the Pol ice  Department at Schenect­
ady , New York , on Apr i l  6 ,  1924 , for vi olat ion of Section 1 148 , of the 
State Penal Laws , whi ch charge was later changed to a vagrancy charge 
on whi ch he rece ived a suspended s entence . Orlando was also  charged 
on that occas i on w i th violat i on of Section 1897 of the S tate Penal 
Laws , whi ch charge was d i sposed of by forfe i ture of a $100 cash ba i l  on 
Apri l  22 , 1924 . . 

A f ingerpr int card was rece ived in the Bureau on January 29 , 
1929 , from the Pol i c e  Department , Balt imore , Maryland , refle c t i ng the 
arres t  of Orlando as Tony Colehia , charged with violat i on of the Imm i ­
grat i on Laws . Orlando was turned over t o  the Uni ted States Immigra­
t ion and Natura l i zation Service  of the Department of Labor as an alien  
for  deportation . Whi l e  in  the c i ty jail  at Balt imore , Maryland , await­
ing deportat i on , Orlando , fe igning i llnes s , ' was taken to the C i ty Hos­
p i tal , from whi ch ins t i tution he escaped on March 6 ,  1 930 . The Uni ted 
States Immigration and Natura l i zation Service advised the Bureau on 
Apr i l  11 , 1930 , of Orlando I s e scape and requested to be notif ied in 
the event any informat i on was subsequently rece ived concerning his  
whereabouts . 

The f ingerpr ints of G iovanni P i ccolo were rece ived on Apri l  
29 , 1936 , from the State Board o f  Equal ization , Los Angele s ,  Cal ifornia , 
and when found to be identi cal w i th those of Orlando , the D i s t r i ct 
Director of the Immigrat ion and Natural i zation Service at Bal t imore , 
Maryland , was immed iately not i f i ed by telegram on Apr i l  30 , 1936 . 
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OFFENSES KNOWN TO THE POLICE, APRIL AND MAY, 1936. 

Under the sys tem of uniform c rime report ing , there are 
forwarded each month to the FBI comprehensive data based on the 
number of offenses known to the pol ice  . Those data are publi shed 
in the quarterly issues of the bulletin  "Uniform Crime Reports . "  
However ,  i n  order to make ava i  lable current information re latŗve 
to the fluctuation in  the amount of crime in the Uni ted S tates , 
there  i s  presented be low a tabulation based on reports from po­
l ic e  departments of 68 c i ties  w i th more than 100 , 000 i nhabi tants 
for Apri l  and May , 1936 . The f i gures are also presented in the 
form of dai ly averages and i t  i s  recommended that in view of the 
difference in the number  of days in thos e  two months that the dai ly 
averages be used in making comparisons in the amount of crime re­
ported for those two months . 

The compi  lati on discloses  increases in  the da i ly average 
number of offenses of murder ,  rape , and aggravated assault  . The 
remaining offense classes  show decreases  during May .
